Amerioan bad ocoaalon to Mil atten- 
tioB to •nticlAB in ihe Louisville 
Times that ri<?lcaled St. Patrick and 
rt fleeted on the Itiah people/ and on 
the Catholic rolifi-loa. llie Irislt and 
Cutholit's werr. quick, individual I. v 
and cdllectively, to reseat the cari- 
I'atiircs aiui the si-urriloua article.-i. 
On Friday the Tiiiits published on its 
<•diiorl.ll page "Our Apologies to St. 
Patrick." The editor went on to 
.stiile that in I lie liiiny and strejis ol 
jnihiisliiiifT an aftennMni |)aper ol)- 
Jecl iiiniilili' arlicli'^ nrrasiDnally erepl 
ilk To many tlie'iipoloffy wuk njt at 
all acceptable, and on Monday night 
a apeoial meeting of the County 
Board of tba Andent Order of Hiber- 
nlaaa waa held for tba purpose uf 
expressing the indignation of the 
members. Every menri>er of the 
board had something to say in reg^ard 
to the objectionable matter, and they 
expressed themselves very forciljly. 
The following,' committee was aj)- 
pointed to clrafl appt^jpriate resolu- 
tions and to present a eopy of them 
to Col. W. 1!. llaMi'iiKin. edltor-in- 
<-liief of the Times, and to Col. Itobert 
W. IJrown, its niana)|ing' eilitor: 
State I'resideiit (ieorj^e .!■ Ituller, 
Coiinity President John A. Murjiliy. 
John M. Mulloy. .William T. Meehan, 
Jud^ Patrick T. Sullivan and William 
J. C<)nnelly. 

The i^entlemea composing this 
committee met -the Times' otenage- 
ment on Wednesday at noon. After 
a fall and free discuasion of the 
matter Col. R, W. Brown gave the 
committee a guarnntee that such 
objectionable articles were published 
tlir<pii),'h error and promised tliiit un- 
der no cirenmstanees would I lie 
Times offiijid again. The eoiiiinitlee- 
meii left I li(iroii),'-|ily siilistied uitli 
the ample apoloK.v and the promise 
for lii'iicr- .--iiperi i>iiiM of Irish and 
Catholic tnatters iu the future. 

The apol.>;;.v published in the Times 
laAt week was as follows: 

"In the makeup of the metropolitan 
afternoon ne>^'spap<;r, witb its concen- 
trated rush of news covering all of 
the day's happenings the world over, 
the wonder is, not that mistakes are 
nvade, but that their oecurrcnce is 
not more frequent. That ri-f le<-t ion. 
however, doe-, not lessen the rfi,'ret 
of the Times when a mistake dues 
slip ir.to its eidmiiiis .ir eau-i' il to 
delay the anuMnle lior.ur.ilile. .\ii'l 
siuh amend is due to our gooi 
friends, the Irish, l)ecuiise, tuckcl 
away in a syinlicaie article dealing 
w it ii the life" and labors of the good 
St. I 'a trick, there was discovered 
after I'uesday'a editions had gone to 
press evidence that the author hod 
in one instance permitted his sui>- 
posed sense of hnmor to get the lin- 
ter of hia sense of reverence. So 
akillfully was this concealed that, 
though tJie proof vas read by on.- 
of St. Patrick's most faithful lollow- 
ers, it escaped bis notice. 

"It is the Times' fixed purpose 
' never to deal lightly with (piestion.s 
of reliffious belief. Ihal it has ap 
peared lo do so in thi^ instance is 
due solely to an error born of acci- 
dent, not intent." 

.Now that the Times has been dis- 
l>ose<] of, there la another Ipoal 
journal that needs attentton from 
the Irish, the Catholics and other 
decent people. One who signs him- 
self C. D. and who has long been 
known for his Sociallatic tendencies, 
his irreverence for all forms of relig- 
ion, and hla contempt for the Irish 
and hatred for the Catholic church, 
ia writing some of the dramatic crit- 
icisms for the Louisville Herald. 
Friday morning of last week lie 
wrote a miserable screed al)out the 
•performance of ( Ikiihui'v OlcoU, the 
romantic Irish actor «lui played al 
.\lacaule\"s Theater during the last 
lialf of the week. .Mr. Olcotl resented 
the criticism from the stage Satur- 
<kiv evening, and later sent a POte^ 
to" the Times which was promptly* 
published. Mr. Oleott said among 
other thinga: "I do not object to 
honest crlUcism, but 1 do object t > 
being slurred just because 1 am 
Irish." 

That is it In a nutshell. None of 
the Irish people oibject to honest 
criticism of th.-ir faults, failures or 
misdeeds, but lii<-y do iiii>--l seriously 
object to beiii^ pointed at with con- 
leiiipt because they are Irish. The 
time has come wlieii Irishmen ar>- 
leaders at the Louisville bar; when 
the\ are leaders in the field of 
medicine aini in the pulpit and in the 
schools and colleges of this city and 
State; wben they are leadeM as 
merchants and manufacturers. They 
r«ad, they think and they advertise. 
If they quH reading and quit adver- 
tising in journals that slur their race 
and faith perhaps offending editors 
and pu'l)lishers will do the thinking.

of publh- spirit and the >rood will of 
the majority of the ]Miblieans them- 
selves. l)oiil>tle>s uliereveran a|>peal 
is made U) the piibli<'.ins, backed by 
il sound i-dlbnst I'xpression of local 
feeling, the same gOixl resulfa will 
be obtained.- But to ensure the' suc- 
cess of this movement, and to prevent 
greedy or cross-grained Hqtior 
•lealers spoiling a movement which 
largely depend.s ujion the unanimity 
of the trade, the closiiig of the pub- 
lic hoiises should lie made iinperali\". 
For this piir|M>se the Irish p'ar.y 
ought to introdiieP legislation mak- 
ing the closing of public houses on 
St. Patrick's day compulsory. Such 
a law- could not' Injure any decent 
publican, and would compel his. rivals 
of less public aplrit to toe the line. 

In Dundalk and manor other towns 
St. Patrick's day has nnw come to be 
observed as a national holiday. 
There are places where this has not 
yet been established: but that is 
sidely owing lo the la<'k of a virih" 
national spirit in the people. We 
think it will be found that in such 
places the "llank iholidays"* estaiv 
fished by the British Leg<«lature, 
are most religioaaly obaerred. Now 
we have never been able to under- 
atand the bigoted people w-ho protest 
that Ireland can never be industrially 
prowperons while her Ctitholie people 
lose so much valuable lini.' on 
i-hnrch holy iluys. Then- are lull ten 
siK'h days "in the :!«.'>; yet the bigot, 
who object to Catholic holy days arc 
the very |)eople wbo want a week 
off at Christmas, and another ol 
Kaater, and won't work on WliO 
Monday, on the first Monday * in 
.\iigu8t— or perhapa for a dav or two 
after. We think there oiignt to be 
enough fighting spirit in Irishmen t i 
insist on uf least the festival of the 
national saint being properly ob- 
served as a ilay of rest, rejoieing 
and thank.sgiving: uikI we ho^ie the 
time is at hand when we shall see it 
m from end to end of the land the 
good St. Patrick loved ao well and 
labored for so long. This is a duty 
that Irishmen owe to themselves, to 
their country and to God. who in- 
spired that gcMxl saint to bring the 
light of Christianity to our sliorcs. 
and who has kept our faith str<mg 
anil pure throuirh all the centuries 
of darktn'ss ainl pers<'ention.

It is no laughin-r 
mSitter for Lord (lanricarde ho\v- 
evor.

He is badly scared by the threat o( 
Mr. Uirrell, Secretary for Ireland, to 
I)ut throi^ a bill for hia expropria- 
tion. He baa rushed into print t:i 
his own defense in Kn^land, and this 
veti'raii eviot<ir does ncVt believe in 
eviction when applied to himself. Ili' 
says his c\.propriaition is "an out- 
riigc." "an atrcM-ity," "an I'^asii'rn 
ha rl)a li ^ni."

Those 'Who have not realized that 
Kngland ia the most sociallatlc na- 

tioS In the world received a rude 
shock last Friday when they r*d tho 
piroceedin^rs in the House of Com- 
mons on thai ilay They learned then 
that the most siH'ialistic ineasu.re 
ever introduced in any national 
legislature found 116 supporters 
anvonif the lawmakers, who by no 
meanit reiprraent the. full strength of 
the movement in tbe country. Scores 
of others remained away becttUi«e 
they dared not opp<i8e the bill which 
wa^ advocated by a larige proportion 
of their constituents. 

Til is "uiK imployed workmen's act" 
provided liiai ilie State must supply 
mrork, at iln- ^landard rate of wages, 
to all worlviiien who registered them- 
selves as tmemployed, or In lieu of 
work it must maintain tbe appHeants 
and all dependent on them. Aside 
from the principal involved in this 
proposal, t'fie h'gi.s.lation in its prac- 
tical effects on that count r\ wiuild 
be something appalling, for the pro- 
portion of so-called "unemployed" 
sometimes ranges as high as .'iO jier 
cent, of thx adults. This, of course, 
includes a lar^^e class, beat described 
as "unen]q;>loy«ble," who probably are 
more fwmeroua in Qreat Britain 
than elsewhere.

Tiieii 
wc "retired to our dear little buiig- 
aldw, wiiich has a great porch uil 
arouiKl it. four rooms, u liath tub 
ami shower, toilet and separate 
washslauds, sink in thn kitchen and 
water piue aiul plentiful. 

"Kvery morning and eveninr a man 
comes by wtth fresh distlllM water 
for table use and drinking puriwscs. 
Wc are furnished ice in a/bunduiice, 
aiui ciKil and .wood are put at oui' 
kitchen door as oftm as we need ii. 
We have a bed room, silting room, 
kitchen «iid ilii.iug room, all neatly 
furnished, uiul .-.o far as provisions 
ai'c roiK'ciui'd tlii'v are us cheap u- 
ut lioiiie. Ill my opinion L'licle Sum 
could not do any more (or us all. 

"After the dear little child passicd 
away 1 could not e.vpress my sur- 
prise at seeing tiliti ladies call wilii 
their floral oiferinjfs and to show 
other tornis ot sympathy. Later 

they took our diar little orte and 
laid* him ir; a . .i-l^i i i riiuiu d iv.s 
friends — there were no while caskets 
here- Four gallant gentlemen car- 
rieil the liny col tin out to the qua.iit 
little coiLsc'crated graveyard, wail- 
our new touud trieuds to the number 
of 100 followed afoot.
